Margaret, the onely future heire ofthe kingdome of Scotland, Who being promiſed in marriage to Prince 
Edward, the ſonne of Edwardthe firſt, King of England, comming out of Norway to be married, in her iourn 
about the Orchades, —_— _ , dyed. Whereupon, great contentions ariſing, concerning the luccel- 
fonof the 0k e kirlt, King of England, in the 18. yeare of his raigne, ſummoned the Scorriſh 
Nobility to a Parlament at Norham, there declaring vnto them his right of Soveraignty , Paramount ouer 
the kingdome of Scor/and.Which being acknovyledged by the ſaid Seortiſh Nobility, and ſeifin and poſſeſſion 
ofthe Land and the Caſtles ofthe kingdom, being deliuered to him by the Competitors, he cauſed divers In- 
firuments & Duplicars thereof to be ſcaled by them, vyhich to moſt of the chiefeſt Monaſteries of his realme, 
he ſent to be preſerved for poſterity, Hethen receiued in the claimes of the ſeueral Competitors : Ot vyhich, 
the greateſt right, and only diſcent of title, ſeemed to bee berweene Robert de Brus, and John de Baltoll, both 
being diſcended from Daxid Earle of Anguſe and Hwntmgten, Brother to Malcolme and Wilkam, and Vnckle 
to Alexander the laſt King, to whom he was next heire, & he ſurumed the ifſue of his Nephew.
